It fo, as hath been evidently proved 
from their own Authors, then let all the Churches of God, and 
every Chriſtian or Member in them, fix This 1n their hearts, thar 
They who call themſelves true Chrittians, and Members of the 
true Ancient Catholhick and Apoſtolick Church of Chriit, ( pre- 
tending themſelves Peter”s Succefſors, who himſelt will bluſh to 
own them, when ever he riſes from the dead) arc in truth and re- 
ality nor fo, but contrariwiſe are Antichr:it; none fo oppoſite to 
the Doftrine and Practiſe of true Chriſtianity, as they who dare 
preſume thus hainouſly ro Citparage the Per/o7,, the Hounds, and 
the moſt precious Blood of Chritt our Lord and God, and caſt this 
abominable contempt upon the molt glorious Othce of Hz Aed:- 
atorſhip, who alone trode the Wine-preſs of his Fathers wrath, and 
ith whom 29as none. \Vherefore in ſhort, ſince Baby/on might 
have been healed of her Blaſphennes, Fornications, and abomina- 
ble Impieries, but would nor; let every rational Creature | Turk, 
Jew, and Pagan nor excepted | for/ake her, for her judgment 3s come 
up t9 heaven, and [ified up above the clouds, 
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The feverai Orders of the Jeſuits, and their demeanor 
therein. | 


Nz let us come to the Jcſuuts themſelves, ( having tpoken of 
4 the manner of their Diſcipline over their Scholars) and to 


or threefold Profteilions. Thc 
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The F:rf# and chicf of them are Machiawillans, who do no- 
rung bur employ themſelves 1n matters of State, and infinuate 
themſelves into the ſecrets of great ones, and gw1ng -true intellj- 
gence tonone, ſave tothe Pope, and his Catholick Majeſty, whote 
ſworn V aflalsthey are. 'Thele obſerving no Collegiate Diſcipline, 
are diſpenſed withall by his Holineſs, as it they did God good 
ſervice, nay greater, in thus mnprOTIng themſelves, than following 
Collegiate courſes. As for thar Religion, they makeit a cloak for 
their wickedneſs, being moſt of them Atheilts, or very bad Chri- 
ſtians. Theſe are they thar obſerve theſe "Ten Commandments 
tollowing. 1. Toſeek riches and wealth. 2.To govern the world. 
9. Fo reform the Clergy. 4. To be ſtill jocund po? merry. 5. To drink 
good IVine. 6.Ts corrett Texts of Scriptures. 7. T6 receive all 
Tithes. 8. To make a ſlave of their ghoſtly Child. 9. To keep their 
ow, and live on another mans -purſe. 10. To govern their neigh- 
bours wife, Thele Ten Command they divide into two 
Tables, All for me, and Nothing for thee. The charity they main- 
tain among each other 1s none at all, labouring with envy and 
malice, &c. | as you may read mn Speeds Chronology, in two re- 

markable ſtories of Father Parſons and Creſwe!, too long here to 
relate; and many other inſtanccs ] as Father Foſter, F lack, Strange, 
and G:hbins, can ſadly reſtife. 

The ſecond ſort of Jeſuits are thoſe, who Preach, Confeſs, and 
reach Youth, and envy each other for the number of their Scho- 
Jars, and ghoſtly Cluldren. "They are befides im no ſmall emula- 
tion about their own worth and learning, reading to their H/zre 
Boys (thoſe eſpecially of the Sodality, thatcelebrate the honour of 
the Virgin Mary ) all forts of looſe and laſcivious Songs and 
Pocms. 

A third fort of Teſts there are, (not unfitly termed Simple ones) 
theſe are wonderfully auſtere in thew hte, of a ſcrupulous con- 
hantch and brought up to colour the courſes and actions of the 
more cunning and politick ones. Of this rank ſome four years ſince 

was one Mr. ki ot whom the Jeſuits got ſome 12-00 /. Sterhng 
bur tince he hath ſeen their jughng: and cheating, he hath lefr them, 
ndrcturned to the true Religion, and to his N Native Countrey. 
of this rank there alfo yet lives Vicount Mountague” $s Brother, now 
Porter of the Colledge at St. Omers, oft whom tney have got no 
Jeſs than 10003 þ. _— of whom they report, that after h1s 
death his body ſhall work Miracles, for the aulterenets of his mw 
Y 0 
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Of the fame condinon is Sir Gerrard Kemp's Brother, who is a Ca- 
terer to the ſame Colledge, out of whoſe purſe they have pickr 
2 or 300o/. 

Theſe three forts and ranks of Jeſuits are grown to a Faction 
about the Jeſuitrices, or wandring Nuns, ſome allowing, ſome 
diſliking them utterly. This Order of Nuns began abour ſome 
twelve years ſince, by means of Mrs. 24. Ward, and Mrs. Twizty, 
two Engliſh Gentlewomen, who obſerve the Jgnatian habit, and 
go clad very lke the Jeſus ; in this onely diftering from other 
Nuns, that x the walk abroad the world, and preach the Goſpel (as 
they call t)to their Sex 1n England and elſe-where. The firſt who 
induc'd this Order of Nuns was Father Gerrard, then Rector of 
the Colledge at Liege ; Father Flack and Father Acre afliſting 
him therein, though others very much oppoſed them, as Father 
Singleton, Benefield, and Flood, refuling to give them their Ire 
predicate, but rather adjudging them roa retired and Monaſt ical 
life. However, in the mean time this Mrs. Ward is become Mother 
General of no leſs than 200 Engliſh Gentlewomen, moſt of them 
being Ladies and Knights Daughters, who hve in their Colledges 
at St, Omers, Liege, and Collen, Their Mother-General not long 
after went co Roe ( with ſeven or c1ght others) and procured an- 
other Colledge of them to be erected in Rome, where ſhe hath 
under her Government about 100 Italian Maids; and afterwards 
ſhe procured to be erected a Monaſtery at Vienna, and now ſhe is 
daily expected in England, to take an account of her She-Apoſtles 
labours. Ina word to conclude, theſe Jeſtuts.endeayour to demoliſh 
all Orders and Places of Eminency above them. All which I ob- 
ſerving, laboured with all poſſible means to get out of their clutches ; 
and though I had promiſed them to turn Jeſuit, yer had I leave to 
g9to Sev! with their Miſion, and from thence to Madrid, to take 
teave of my Parents, and ſoto return again unto them. And thus 
m 16212 [ departed from St. Omers tor Spain, with the Miſſion, con- 
filting of twelve of us, whoſe true names were, Clifford, Gerard, 
Appleby, Conners, Hausby, Robinſon, Evely, Nazle, Atkins, AGd4l;- 
&n, Farmer, and my lelf 
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Their Stratagems to prevent Revolters from their Socie- 
ties, and to draw in {imple Novices. 


Hoſe Scholars who are Nobly defcended, and of rich Paren- 

rage, the Jeſus ſtrive to allure by their honey*'d words, and 
Aatrering embraces, endearing them with Pictures, Medals, Agnes 
De!'s, &c. which they have from Rowe. Allo that their Baits may 
rake the more effect, they licenſe them to enjoy all thoſe Winesand 
TJunkets provided for their own pallats; and it White Boys, of a 
comely feature, they beſtow on them ( though 1ll deſerving ) the 
preheminence of the Schools. And with theſe 1s the Prefect of Mu- 
Iick moſt recreated, reading to them Ov:d, Horace, Catullzs, and 
Propertins. 

But for thoſe whoare more grave and conſiderate, ( and there- 
fore duly weighing their Do£trine and Practiſe in the ballance of 
their awaken'd reafon ) ſuch of whom they begin to ſuſpect, and 
in whomappears a real reuf&tance againſt therr ways and man- 
ners, &c. they have a ſecond bait; tor inſtance; A Gentleman 
of York-ſhire ( and your North-countrey men have generally 
ſhrewd pates) Mr. Hen. Fairfax, Son to Sir Thomas Fatrfa:, who 
not yielding to their inchanting allurements, one night being aſlecp 
in his bed, two Jeſuits, clad in gorgeous white, { in 1mitation of the 
rwo Angels that whipt St. Zerome) approaching his bed-ſ1de with 
rwo good Diſciplines in their hands, (the ends of ſome ſtuck with 
. wiery pricks ) and having uncovered him, they did after ſo ſavage 
a manner raſe his skin, that he became fora while ſenſelefs ; they 
fpake to him in Latin, ſaying, They were Angels ſent from the 
Virgin to chaſtiſe him for reſiſting the power, and reviling the 
proceedings of his Supertors, exhorting him to that Order, by var- 
rue of the teſtimony given by the Virgin oft their holy Order, and 
ſodeparted. Theday dawning, he tound his lineaments of ſuch 
a purple dye, that they kepr their hue a month after; but ſomewhat 
toallay the fury of his torment, Father Thunder and Father Gibbrus 
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perſuaded him, it was ſome Divine correction, to the intent he 
{hould take on him their habit ; which he believing, he was ad- 
matted into their ws ty at 17 years of age. 

Another examp! le is of Mr. William Abbington, Son to Mr. Fo. 
Avbington, ( in whoſe houſe Garnet the gr and Traitor was appre- 
hended ) the Courfe Father Francis Wallis, alias Clare, _ forthoy 
counterfeit their true names many times | one morning feeing him 
paſs by his window, he called to the Stucent, andtold © m, Thar a 
httle before he paſſed by, he had ſent him a Divine Revelation 
from Sr. Tonat: 77s Loyola, that the frit Student he ſaw going by 
his coor, hc ſhould declare to him, Tha He had choten him to be 
one of his Apoſtles, and that without delay he mult be tor their 

Order, &c. All which the young Gentlcman having atentively 
heard, he doubted not of the truth, of the Vition, bur before he 
would be entred a 7e/wur, he craved leave for a month to take 
his farewell of hi3 friends in Eng/and ; which was granted, with 
a conditronal provito of his fpecdy return ; but he never returned, 
and utterly drſcluimed them. 

Another example is of Mr. Hervert Crafts, ſomctimes of Ox- 
ford, (lon to Sir Herbert Crafrs) who travel ling to St. Omcrs to 
vitit his Father, was by him _y Father 7c. Hood brought tothe 
Roman obedience; and though his Father was a Catholick (as 
Oy term themſelves) yet he arr" him never to turn Jetur. 

1t for all thar, they kad a fubtil way to draw him into therr ner, 
2. by entifing him to take on him zhe Spiritual Exerciſe, this 
being a mattcr of great honour among(t rh 1M ; which he metuled 
not. Theordcr they obſcrve in taking of 1t this; For fifteen

and to fillup the meatiwre of their i iniquines, from rh13 year 1678. | 
and this they belicve as an Article of their Creed, And lo by this 
means they won the Gentleman totheir Order, agamſt his Father's 
will 

In this very exerciſe I my felf was imitated for the ſpace of 
15 d: ay'5, but it was Gods ple: afure ro give me more une ray ao 
than tobe led away with the reſt. 

Bul:ces they have other devices to gather fiſh mto ther ner, 
making The 'r young Student beheve that they are well $kilPd 1n 
Chir MO 's and can tell them their fortunes, and that ſome are 
_ to d! mo frous ends. All which may ( and undoubredily will ) 
þ= prevented, if they turn Jetuits. Of thele ifting tricks, l my ſclt 
Was an eye-W Hy neſs. 

Now lct me Geſcend to their moſt barbarous proceedings, which 
are or numberleſs; but for avoiding probhxity, I will here rc- 
count a tevs. There was onc Mr. Ed ave Haſtings, at Harlſtc, 
an 1nge entous Young Gentleman, whom when they could not draw 
to them by the means aforctud, they excrcited on him ſuch ry- 

runnical ! Diſcip! nc, that the leaſt Fruit he did, they Stoically inter- 
preted to be equa) ro the greateſt, and punifh” d him accordingly : 
VWhereupon he writ to his Friends, carneftly entreating them t9 
ſend for him. { Now there 1: no way to ger out of this C vlledge, 
or towrite any Letters, or receve any, fave with conſent of the 
- Rector 
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Recor ; for they are kept as 1n Priſon, under Lock and Rey.) But 
the Letters were 1ntercepted, &c. which he perceiving, reſolved 
ro leap over the Colledge wall ; but being taken mn the inſtant, 
Father Thunder clapt his buttocks, till he left him half dead, as an 
example, andchen ſent him away with four ſhillingsin his purſe, to 
conduct him tor England. And thus allo they dealt with one Mr. 
Hemrry Taylor, ( ſince Secretary to Count Gondamor ) and in the 
{:-me manner they uſed Sir George Brown's Son, who aft_rward 
died at St. Omer s. 

So Likewiſe there was ſent to this Colledge Mr. Eftevelaus 
Brown, Son and Heir ro Mr. inthony Brown, Brother to the Vi- 
count Afountague, who atter two years abode, wearied by their ty- 
rannical Diſcipline, and deſirous to get his neck out of their yoak, 
counterteited a Letter from his Father ro the Rector of the ſaid 
Colledge, (who then was Fathe; Za/dzim) deliring him to turniſh 
his Son with all neceflarics, and ſend him over 1nto England ; 
which the-ReQor opening, thought it came from his Father : bur 
the Gentleman diſcloſing this device to one of his Fellow-Students, 
(in whom heconhtided ) was betrayed, and ſeverely puniſhed for 
his ingenuity. The ReQor afterwards wrote to his Father, (the 
contents you may eaſily gheſs ) and his Father wrote back to have 
him derained, &c. who remains there (to his grief and torment ) 
to this hour. Andit any eſcape them, and afterward come to be 
promoted, they traduce him, and brand him with all Titles of ig- 
nomny ; and to this end they have their Agents in all places of 
conſequence, to put in againſt them ; as witneſs Sir Edward Bain- 
ham, Sur Griffin Markham, the Archbithop of Rhemes, and Father 
Barns, a Benedictine, and divers others, whom I ont for brevity. 
I could ikewife relate ſeveral horrid Tragedies ( to my own know- 
ledge } exerciſed m rhar Temple of 24oloch, the Spaniſh Inqui- 
/7:10n, and the cruel and inhumane uſtges of divers Engliſh Gen- 
temen, upon no ground or colour at all, onely picking and 
watching all occaſions ( upon the leaſt word ſpoken F the Prote- 
ſtaar Religion, &c. ) Bur I have ſome things to diſcover to the 
world, which are not ſo much known {( or at leaſt ſeldom, if ever, 
ditcourſed on |) by the common people, and may be as advanta- 
g10Us to every one to underſtand, as they really are wonderful 
and curious. But whar the cnd of all will be, God onely knows, 
betore whom all mens ſecret thoughtsarc open and manifeſt; who 
bolus the world in the hollow of his hand, and before whom all 
Nations 
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Nations of the Earth are as duſt of the ballance, who notwith- 
ſtanding all their fecret and — Contrivances, deep laid de- 
ſigns, anddeviliſh Stratagems, hath eternuned to ſtain the pride 
and glory of all fleſh, and to Overturn, Overturn, Overturn, un- 
til Shilo (that Great Prince of Peace ) ſhall Reign, and his In- 
tereſt, Name, and Glory, be exalted throughout the Earth. 
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The true Deſcription of that famous Monaſtery or Houſe 
of the King of Spains, called the Escurial ; the Worlds 


Wonder. 


N the Countrey of Segoria upon the Carpetan borders ſtands 
a Village, heretofore of ſmall notre, but now famous for the 
ſtately Monaſtery called Scorzals, or commonly the Eſcurial, from 
the droſs ( as ſome gueſs ) which 1n old time came of the Irbn a- 
bout thoſe parts ; the former buildingsof that Village were (ull of 
late) very mean and homcly, more for the proht than pleaſure 
of the poor husband man. 'T he Soil abour it 15 barren and ſtrong, 
afording very hard paſſages for Carts and Carriages ; whercupon 
there 15 but little provitzton of Corn and Winc, but good ſtore 
of Cattle, by reaſon of the good feeding, and ſweet temper of 
the Air; whereas the more 1nlandparts of the Countrey, are ſome 
what ſcorched with overmuch heat, this blows many cool blaſts, 
from the ſnowy neighbouring mountains, whence flows good ſtare 
of water, enriching the ground with graſs, and beautitying the 
fields with a continual greenneſs. Beyon« this Village weſtward 
about a mule, ar the foorof a lugh hill inan encloſcd vally, ſeve- 
ral leagues from Madrid, ſtands that ſtately Pile, dedicated to the 
honour of Sr. Laurence, being the labour of 24 ye: rs ; a Build- 
ing of incredible coſt and Magnificence, and ſuch as no torr. 1 2ge 
could parralcl; forhatit may C zultiy accounted one of th, 
eſt wonders .in the World. Beſidesthe chargesof rich Ve {1.7 /4n 
maſſy Veſſels of gold and flver, and other precious furt.;t..: | 
Rood the King of Spain (according to lus book of Acc. wml þ nn, 
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12.25 Sefterces, which makes (accorcing to ſomes computation ) 
abour 9 millions of money, ( or pounds ſterling ) Likewiſe it is 
credibly reported, that when the work was finiſhed, and the Offi- 
cers broughtthe book of Accounts, the King hearing the total of 
Accounts, faid, .] have taken great care many years, and troubled 
my head much heretofore to have that hniſhed, I will now trouble 
my head no longer with the Charges, wherefore he commanded 
the Book of the Accounts to be calt into the fire. 

The whole Fabrick 1s built in a ſquare, except on that fide to- 
wards the Kings Palace, and on the back tide of the Church, 
looking towards Madrid : which ſeems to reſemble a Cradle or 
Gridiron ( upon which St. Laurence was broiled: ) Every 
tide bur this extending 2.20 paces. Some account the whole length 
of it ( from Nerthto South ) nolefsthan 7209 teer, and trom Eaſ# 
to IT%/* ( according to common meature ) 579 paces. Each 
corner of the Building 15 guarded with a fair Tower, made more 
for nearneſs than ſtrength, and beautihed ( from the bottom to 
the top) with many fair Windows. The whole Fabrick may be 
divided into three parrs ; On the South ſide ſtandsthe Monaſtery 
of the Monks of St. Ferom, which takes up almoſt one half of 
it ; Towards the North fide ſtands the Colledg for younger No- 
vices of the ſame Order, and foreign Children choſen and main- 
ruincd by the Ringat a common table amongſtthemſelves. Some- 
what Ezſtvard ftands the Rings own Palace, being his Manſon 


_ 1n the Summerrime. 


tified with a fair pavement of ſmall ſquare ſtones. In the midſt 
according to the length of the Building, on thar fide where the 
adjoyning mountain overlooks it, 2 fair grear Gare opens it ſelf 
berween 8 huge Pillars on both fides of ir, one above another, 
upon which are four other lefler Pillars, and 1n the midit of the 
front ſtands a curious Statue of St. Larrence. This great Gate 
opens to the Church, the Monaſtery, and the Colledg ; on both 
{ides of it are other lefler gates: that on the right hand, affords a 
paſlage to the Shops of Mechanical arts for the ute of rhe Colledg : 
that on the left, opens a way to the lodgings of the younger 
Students or Novices. On 
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On the ſame file allo :5 a lefler gate, through which you may 
paſs into the Rings Palace. In a tair tront overthe emrancero 
the Church, ſtand the Statues = 6 Kings of lſracl, upon their 
Pillars and Baſes, each of them 1 $ foot high, whote heads and 
hands are of white Marble, thereſt of a courler ſtone. 

Let us now enter into the infide of this goodly Fabrick, and 
firſt when you are up the ſtairs that lead to the chief entrance of 
the Church, a large open walk offers 1t felt to your view, ſeparat- 
ing the Mom altery trom the Colledg : In this walk are brodd iteps 
all along, which lead to the entrance of the Church, and thence 
to another open Plain,and fo ro a narrow Alley,through which thoſe 
of the Monaſtery on the one hand, and thoſe of the Colledg on 
the other, may paſs ro the Church, and fromthence into thelower 
ſtation of the Quire. Now the place where this Quire ſtands 15 
4 ſquare, have 3 which are accounted for the body of the Church. 
Adjoyning to this place of the lowermoſt Quire, 1s an open Court 
on both ſides, from which the lower Quire it felt, and 2 Chappels 
ſituated towards thoſe 2 Courts, receive their I1ight. Above this 
lower Quire ſtands the Church it felt, with its proper Quure allo ; 
which Church, (beſides the upper and lower ſtations of the Quare, 
and the great 'C happel } 1s 4 ſquare of it ſelf, and is ſuſtain'd by 4. 
Pillars, and other necedary props, and 1t bath 3 collateral Alleys 
and Cloyſters, after the manner of the former. ln this Church 
are 2 par of Organs, having each of them 32 regiſters or keys: 
this Church alf'> hath no leſs than 36 Altars, and a ſtately Dore, 
by which they gointo a large vault attherimeof divine Orifons, 
This Church 13 higher then the inferior Quire, by 30 foot, and the 
Quire of thar 15 ſo much higher then the Church. The pavement 
ot the Church, as likewiſe | ot the upper, and lower Quires, 1s 
chequered with white and black Marble ; In the root of the Quire 
15 painted the Sun, Moon, and Stars, with all the hoſte of Heaven, 
in a moſt glorious manner, and on the \Walls the portraitures af 
diverſe vertues, and tome huiltories of St. Laurence, and St. 
Hierom, The ſeats are all made of prectous wood, of diverſe kinds 
and colowes; 1a Corinthiun work. Onthe South fide of the Church 
15 a tair Porch, arched and- beautttied with diverſe pict tures 3 It1 
this Porch 1s a clear fountain, buiir about with Taſper and Naur- 
ble, having 7 cocks and citterns, where the Monks uſe to wath 
then bands, when they go to celebs ate their d:vine Sr he 
pavement allo of this Porch 1s chquered with whinc and black 
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The Veltry next, 2 lately place, all arched and paved as 
the former ; The Chelts, and Pretles, and other places, where 
they keep their holy Veſts, and Ornaments of the Altars, are all 
made of preczous wood, and the walls covered with hiſtorical 
pictures. From this Veſtry they aſcend up many ſteps, unto the 
high Altar: The place where this Altar ſtands .: 4 {quare,and pav- 
ed with 7Ja/pcr of diverſe colours ; in the fame placeare certain 
Oratorics, built for great Princes to hear Maſs in, which Orato- 
ries are diſtinguiſhed into 4 little Chappeis, and adorned bothon 
the walls and pavement with chequer*d Fa/per ; This place where 
the Altar ſtands, 1s 10 foot higher then the Church, and they go 
down from thence to the Church by certain ſteps ( before the grear 
Chappel) all of Za/per. Through this Holy Placc(as they call ir) 
they go into the Reliquary, where are kept diverſe precious reliques 
of the Saints ( torfooth, ) and ſhut up in their Boxes. The like 
Reliquary is on the South fide alſo, full of rare monuments. 

On the one fide of the High-Altar, 1s a little houſe, wherein 
1s diſtribured the holy Euchariſt, ( a place of great holineſs and 
devorion ſurely ) on the walls are curioutly painted 4 hiſtories 
9.t of the old Teſtament, ſhadowing out this holy Sacrament, in 
the roof 1s portrayed the Rainbow 1n the Clouds, with many Che- 
rubins and Seraphims abour 1t. 

Between this Houſe, and the High-Altar, ſtands the Sacrifa, 
within which is the C»/todia gf the holy Euchariſt ( as they call it ) 
This place is built upon $8 Pillars of Fa/per of a yellowiſh colour, 
with ſome veins of white ; and 15 ſohard and excellent that it can- 
not be poliſhed, bur withan Adamant, The Bars and Chapiters 
wrought with flowers are all made of guilded mettal ; On the 
Baſes which hang over the wreaths, ſtand 8 Statues of the A- 
poſtles, the other 4 itand 1n other hollow places thereabout. Thoſe 
12 Statues are Cut and engraven with admirable Art, and are 
guilded by fire. The pavement of this Sachriffa 1s laid with 
diverſe kinds of Jaſper, and wrought in guilded mettal with Meſaik 
work. The two leave-dores of this holy Place, are made of the 
beſt Rock-Cryital included in gu:lded mertal, and are ſo tranſpa- 
rent, that the inner Sachri/t.z or Cu/Fodia, wherein the Euchariſt 
r kep*, may cafily be diſcerned ; This piece by thole that have 
ſcen 1t, and all other rare pieces in the \World, i5thought to be 
the mog exquiſite and admirable. The chit contriver: of this 
Curious 
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curous Fabrick, was that famous Archnef Jacob de Frizzo, 
wl.,o fpent 7 whole years in cutting and poliſhing thoſe Zaſpers. 
Now are we come to the H:gh Altar it felt, a work no leſs no- 
ble and artificial, built all of hne Fa/perand Marble, whercon are 
Piaced many Croſlcs, Candleſticks, and other precious Ornaments. 
"This Altar is beautitt'd with many curious Pictures, and four high 
laces for the ſaid Pictures, whereot ſome are higher than other. 
In the loweſt, between two painted Tables, 15 the place where the 
Crſtodia ſtands ; on each tide of it are rwo Statues, repreſenting 
the four Doctors of the Church, Hierome, Auguſtine, Gregory, and 
Ambroſe. This Cuſtodia 1s of pure Faſper, and adorned with Flowers 
engraven in Faſper of divers colours, upon which, as upon the'r 
Baſes, ſtand all the other Statues, and Columns of green and ye!- 
lowiſh Fa/per, with their Feer and Chapiters of gilded Metall. 
The ſquare Tablersupon the Chapters, as alfo the \Vreathes, and 
Borders, and Globes, are made of a more refined and party-coloured 
Taſper. \Whar ſhall I ſay more? the whole Piece 1s compoſed of 
the richeſt Faſper of ſeveral colours, with Metalls caſt and gilded. 
Next to the Pictures of the ſecond High Place or Hollow, are 
two other Statues on each ſide, repreſenting the four Evangeliſts. 
After the ſame order, on the third High Place, are placed on each 
ide two other Statues, one of St. Zames, the Apoſtle of Spain; the 
other of St. Andrew, the Titulary Saint of the Houſe of Burgimndj. 
On the uppermoſt High Place are the Images of Sr. Peter and 
Sr. Paul. Theinnermolt Sachriſfa or Cuſtodia ( as they calin ) 
wherein the holy Sacrament, or Body of Chriſt ( as they ſay ) 15 
preſerved, 18 made with the greateſt Art that can be deviſed: Ir 
hath four Pillarsof the pureſt 7a{per, whoſe Baſis and Chapters are 
of pure wrought Gold, and fo are the Tablets, Borders, Wreaths, 
and Flowers, all about the Cyſtodia: here and there alſo are placed 
many ſhining Emralds. The teer of thoſe Pillars are of the fame 
Stone, engraved and mlaid with Gold in divers places: Three 
lirtle ſquare Pilaſters, which ſuſtain the tecr of the other Pilla's, arc 
of Silver, and Gilt. The Ground-work or Foundation of the 
whole 13 compoſed of the ſame Stone, interlaced wuh Gilded ?Me- 
tall. The Tablets and Squares of the Pillars or Pyramids, are of rhe 
ſame Materiais with the Pillars, the Champhering whereof 15 all 
vrought with Gold. The Pyramidsarc made of the richett Fo/per, 
ot acuky colour. The line Spears or Bulls on the top, are of tne 
wrought Gold, "The Hinges ang Borders of the two-leat *d Doors, 
Cy 2 are 
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44 
are Silyer and Gilt, The Doors themſelves are of Rock-Chr:/?a]. 
Thar {ide of ut towards the Church hath a large ſquare Window of 
the fame. The two other fides are adorned with vari-colour'd 
Faipr, and inlaid with pure Gold ; with the very ſame NM.:erials 
and Artifice 15theintide beautifh'd. In the mit ot the root hangs a 
precious Topaz, wherein 1 laid up the Confſecrated Body of 
Chrilt (as they bel:eve)incloſed in a Box of precious arvate. 

We have feen the Church { which I affirm tor truth 1s very tran- 
fparenr and bright in the darkeſt night.) Now tollows a detcripti- 
on of the Monaſtery it ſelf: In the great \Walk before the com- 
mon Entrance into the Church, there 13 a Gate opening a patlage 
into :he common Porch of this Monaſtery ; patling through this 
Porch, you come to a Tower wherethe Bells hang, together with 
a curious Clock, ſhewing both the Natural and Planetary hours. 
This Tower is ercCted trom the very ground-work of the Church 
towards the Monaſtery, andis an{wered by another r1ght oppottte ; 
there 15 a way alſo from this Porch of the Monattery to a tair Par- 
lour, for the reſort of thoſe who would have conterence with the 
Nonks. Next tothisis a moſt ſtately and magnihcent Stair-caſe, 
wiha :ootand covering an{werable. Next theſe Stairs adjoyns 2 
Chappel, where their Maſs was ceicbrated whiilt the Church was 
bu:!lding; here is allo a Cloter, where the Recordsand \\ritings of 
the Monattery are carctully preſerved. Through the ſame great 
Porch you paſs into the Court of the Monattery, thence to the 
Vaulr, and to to another Court, where under-ground 1s kept all the 
Run-watcr, which gathers together 1n that piace. Berwixt theſe 
two, a fair Arch is erected, together with a Cioſert of excelicnt 
% orkmanihip, where many neccflary implements are 1419 up. 

From this Porch alfo there 1s a paflage to the Porch of the Re- 
tectory, whereunto 1s aGjoyned a Cloſet or \Wardrobc, where therr 
Veſtmentzare kept; which Cloſet and Porch alſo are Vaulted and 
Arched with a great deal of art and curiohity. T his Porch 15ezght 
tquare, having eight Windows, by which all the Galleries ad+ 
ynng receivethar bght. In the migiſt of thar Porch 1s a plea» 
fant Fountain, whoſe Conduisand Aquxducts areot a'per. The 
Retectory , ur Diming-ruom ofthe Monks) 154 molt magnificent 
Piccc. Nextto the Chamber of Keeper of the Robes, is a way to 
«nother Chamber, ror the entertainment of Strangers. Next this 
the Kicchin,, with the Porch of ir, wherein, belices many other 
c,mmodities, are divers Fountains of 1:ot and cold Warcr. To the 
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Retectory 15 joyned the Cloilter of the Hoſpital, wherein are two 

great Ciſterns. "The Hoſpital ir (elf is joyned tothis Cloytter, 

whoſe Dining-room reaches tothe Kitchin Porch. Belides theſe 
atoreſaid Places, there are three other Houſes, wherein are made 

and conterved all thoſe things which belong tothe Diſtillation ot 
Waters. "That Walk which leads fromthe Conduit to the Hoſpi- 
tal, 18 for them that are recovered from their Diſeaſes, to exerciſe 
themſelves therein. 

From that great Porch atoreſaid, 13 another paſſage to the 
Vauir, where daily Orizons are faid : Here are pourtraied the 
H: aries ot the New Teſtament, trom the Annunciation of the 
Blefled Virgin, to-the ſecond coming ot Chriltt. In the midlt of 
this tour-tquare .Vaulr, or Cloilter, 15 a pleaſant Garden, diftin- 


guiſhcd intodivers Beds and Knors moſt cur ouſly ; mm the mult = 


11s apretty Fabrick ot eight corners, repreſenting the form ot : 
Church, buwilr of a black Stone, and: adorn the intide wah 
diverſe coloured Faſper. In four of the corners ſtand four great 
Giants, vomiting \\ ater into four Marble Cilterns. Inthe ana ot 
this Arbour leth the principal Path of the Garden. Now trom 
the ſaid Vault you pals to the Chapter-houſe, and another Houſe 
like. Theſerwo Rooms, together with their Porch, have their 
roots tet forth with moſt exquiſite Pictures, and their Pavement 
chequer'd with white and black Marble; round about them are 
ſears tor the Monks, and each hath his ſumpruous Altar. "The way 
tothe Monks Ceils 1s tromthe great Porch allo, whercin by wind- 
ing Stairs yu atcend to the Priors upper Cells, and othcr Chambers 
and Cock-lotrs betzdes, all covered with Lead. The Prior's lower 
habitation 3s ancxcellent Building, all vaulted and arched, cxhibit- 
:ng divers Hiltories of holy Scripture, which are included: in artit:- 
cial Crow ns and Studs, wrought with Flowers; the Pavement alc 
13 chequer'd with white and black Marble. "The Prior's u pper Cell 


13 built towards the Nortb=-22'eſt,00 both tides ot which are the Celis ot 


the other Monks. The Chamber or Dor mutory Where the Novices 
lodge, joynsto the Monks Cells. "The Monks Beds we all ina row, 
over the \\V ardrobe or Retectory. 


\Ve come now tothe Libr: ary, which 15leatea_above the Ch r 


Entrance to the Monaſtery; it 1s 185 foot Ng, and 22 tot 
broad, a whoſe archcd We 15 the reprelentation oft tio Art; 
and Hittories ; to which place 5 joyned another Room tor the ute 
of the Library. "The Library it felt is diftingurthed 1nto thre 
P.r- 
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Partitions : Tn the frit and principal are pamted all the Arts and Fa- 
CaUt1e = 2nd atthe foot of cv cry Ones BLEUTEs all the Books of that 
Fac' ty, mar{ {hall'd in ſcemly order, all gilr, and ot the fame 
binuing. Heres to be ſcena great Parchment-bIok, wherein are 
CXaCtly cXpretied in their proper colours all kind of living Crea- 
tures which are Known to bein the w orld. The other Partition con- 
tains nothing bur ancient Manuſcripts of Divinity, in Latin, 
Greek, and Het brew, With the Pictures of the ſeveral Authors ler 
betore them. Thethird room 1s turniſhed onely with ? Nanutcripts 
of diverſe Faculties and Languages, the Authors whereof are in 
ike manncr expreficd tothe lite. 

\Ve come 3n the next Ko lace ro Celcr: ibo the Colledge and the 
Rings Palace ; thete two take up the Ner:4 pare of the Building ; 
their Porch1s an open Gallery which lics before rhe Churc h, over 
again!t the great Porch of the Monatlt Cry. To this Porch 15 joyned 
another, by which the Youth, who app:y themtelves to Learning, 
Pats daily into a little Room to hear A2:r:ims and Teſpers; this 
Place 18 ſhut up with three Brazen Gates. In the great Court ſe- 
parating the LO trom the Monaſtery, 18 a common patlage 
to the Schools, where are taught all Arts, but etpeciually Law, Phy- 
tick, and Divinity. This pla ice hath 1ts peculiar Courts, and Clot- 

ers, and Galleries, to one of which adjoyns the Retectory of the 
Colledge, with its Porch ; near the Porch tands the Kitchin, be- 
tween 1s proper Courr, and the Court of the common School ; to 
which 15 Joy ned the Childrens School, and their ReteStory. . On 
a Nerth tide, through a narrow cilices and Entry, 18 a Patlage ro 

nc RingsP. alace. In the Porch or Entrance are three Manſions or 
OX: CES, W th ther LAEh built Prey lor thoſe who overſee the 
Purveyance ot Corn and V iCtuals, and partly tor the uſe ot the 
Richin. Thete Houtes are joyned together tor the ſervice of d1- 
Vere Tables. 

By the ſame Porct 18a way tro a fair Room, where the Nobles 
of tne Rings Beci-chanver, the Captains ot the Guard, with 
others of Noble rank and quabr v, Co Dineand Sup dauy. This way 
alt you may pals tothe Galleries, and other Othces belonging to 
Dict and \\' or lanantls; 1p. Toole Gallcmes round about contain 
other Chambers both above and bcluw. On the ſame tice 18 another 


Portal, by which they paſs trom the Palace to the lower Quire, 


Church, Colledge, and ar anet : Kor to Sag Gate > a \'alk, 

wherethe Rings Wacb and or ther OKeers ule ro mect. Towards 
PF 
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the E.1/* fide are lodgings for Ambaſſadors, whuch reach to the 
great Porch, and run out as far asthe Palace : Intheſame Court 
are other houſes tor the Kings own ule, and from hence by a 

Gallery through a ſtately Portal y -0u enter into the Kings own lod g- 
ings built behind the Chappel, where you mect with an open 
Court, with Porches and Cloyſters. On the 7/7 fide next the 
H:igh-Alrar, 1s another Gate whereby the Ritg patles tothe N!o- 
naitery, the Colledg and other Othces of the Court ; The King; 
Porch looks towards the Nerth {ide of the C burch. Hereupon 
the Church wail 1s curiouſly bo Inred, the famous battle of Hrgrcr- 
vela, wherem King fchx the tecond overthrew the Noors, 
and Saracens of Graunds: which Picture repreſents the {tory moſt 
exactly, and ſhews both theorder and San their Fight, wh 
the ſeveral habirs and weapons both of horſe and toor, which were 
then in uſe. "This Picture was drawn trom the krit Copy, which 
was made at the time of the battle m a fair Linen Cloath above 
120 foot long, and found fince by chance inthe Tower of Sego- 
I!a, Which Hittory the Ring cauſed ro be painted agam upon 
that wall for a perpetual remembrance of to noble a victory : 
This Piece 1s well worth the {1ghr. 

In the laſt place we come unto the Garden, lying towards the 
Eaſ# and Sc::th part of the Buildings. Ir reaches 1c0 (yards) 
in breadth, ed 13 c1{tinguiſhed into many curious "BINS and beds, 
ec. Set with all kind of herbs and flowers, and watered with 
many pleaſant Springs and Fountains ; This Garden 15 much 
higher than the O-chard adjoyning, and you aſcend trom hence 
hither by a walk of many itairs, ler with trees on both ſides. 

There are accounted to be above 45 Fountains of pure water 
within this Monaſtery. 

There are ſo many Cloſets and Re ys belonging torthis Monaſtery, 
that there is a ſpecial Officer appointed to be maſter of the Keys, 
which Keys are kept in a Cloſer by themſelves, andareeſteemed 
to exceed ſome thouſands. 

The third part of this famous Monaſtery of St. Laurence, 1s 
poſleijed by 30 Monks of the Ordevgh St. Hierom, Whole year- 
ly Revenues amount to above 35<=<< Span:jh Ducats, and thereſt 
goes to the Ring and his Family. 

To Conclude, it is furniſhed with fo ma ny Halls, Parlours, Din- 
ing-Rooms, Chan 2bcrs, Cloſets, Offices, LoJgings, and other 
necellury 
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neceſlary Rooms, that 1t m: well ſuice 4 Kings at once to keep 
their Court in. There are certain credible reports of men of re- 
pute and underſtanding, that fome years atter Ring Philip the le- 
cond had begun tins great \\ ork, he coming thither withthe Ear) 
of Lomcs, and hav ing ſhewed him the plot, and dilclofed his pur- 
polo :n tintſhing lo great a piece of \Work, which would amount 
to an incredible Char ge; he demanded rhe Earl to tell him treely 
what he thought of the Work ? The Earl troutly and with 1 noble 
Spirit ant ered the Kin g,thus, Your NMajelty,as You arcthe greateſt 

\ Nlonarch of Chriſtendom, lo are you reputed the wiſeſt amongſt 
Kings; now Con: dcring the great charge your Majeſty 1s at1 1 
your \\ ars m /caly, mn EF rance, "and the £5 22-Conntreys, with the 
Great Turk, and ellewhere, rogerher with your ordinary and ex- 
rraordinarv expences, and the hkelthood of Wars with the Queen 
ot England : All theſe things cont t1dercd, it would be a blemith 
to your Wildom , at your Melts thould go torward with this 
B. ulding, and the KY arges will m: ake you tink before it be finiſhed. 
'The King rephed that notw! ithitanding all his Wars, and other 
charges, He would go on with This, and hoped by the grace of 
God to lee 1t fiſhed, and to take pleature and comfort in it in his 
lite, ( the which he did, and enjoyed 1t = years, ) and that afrer his 
death. it ſhould be a Recepracle tor oo bones, and 1kewtle tor the 
Kings which ſhould ſucceed him ; to be for a Court 1a their hives, 
and a Sepuicher tos them atrer their dearhs. 

And now (Readcr) you have had the true and exact relation 
of This Mighty Structure, which for Beauty and Riches, c*c. 
may be wor thily elteemed the wonder of the World (exceeding 
Solomons Temple | mn ſeveral relpects, it 11 may be lawfull to 
compare the True C{#rcy of the hving God ( w hich was a figure 
ot the Heavenly Jeruſalem above ) with this, which ( for all its 
Splendor, cc. ) 1s bur the Seat of that Black Prince, who hath 
here transformed. Himſelf intoan Angel of Light, or purpoſe by 
this means to delude ( it ir were pothble ) ever Gods own Elect. 
Thus ad po Noe ating the atomſhed Sences with This Gilded A 


fearance of True Re.:g:om, and ſpecious pretences of Chrithanity, 
tor eaey on! F G. 77051 jb une pens: 6 Se *pulcher of Curijt, his Prc- 
poets and an Fles, I. and 4 at the {ame time murdcr all who teach

CHAP. FL 


Camilton's Diſcovery of the devilliſh Deſigns and Pro- 
jects of the Society of Feſuits of late years. 


Hat Marczrs Cato ſometimes tpoke concerning the Roman 
South-ſayers ; that he wondred how they could forbear 
to ſmile upon each other, ſo often as they met, may not unhitly be 
applied to the Peſu:rs: It is a wonder that one Feſuit when he 
looketh upon another doth not ſtraightway burſt forth into a 
laughing outright, they being amonglit themſelves privy toſuch 
1mpoſtures practiſed upon the people. I ſpeak not touching your 
{impler fort of Feſnits, from whom theſe more reſerved and cloſer 
practiſes of the Society are altogether concealed, cither in reſpect 
they are not held wiſe enough (forlooth ) ro be acquainted with 
them, or that they are thought roo devour to entertain them, or 
ell? in regard ot their ſhort continuance in that Society : forall 
ſuch are fo kept ſhort through ſeverity of Diſcipline, thatnot one 
of them except he be wondrous quick of ſent, can ever ſmell out 
in the leaſt meaſure what knavery 13 therein praCtited under a ſhew 
of Holineſs. My diſcourſe onely roucheth the prime and princt- 
pal tellows of thar Soctery, their Regents, Fathers, Prowincials, 
and Genera,s ;, all which, are fo umverlally and joyntly tainted 
with all manner of wickedneſs, but etpccially with Whoredom, 
Covetoutnets, and Magick, that indeed any reafonable man muy 
think 1 little leſs then a Miracle, if a Feſuzr of this rank mecting 
ſuch another upon a ſudden, and beholdmg, as it wer2, ano:her 
picture or hvely repreſentation of himſelf, ſhould have power ro 
abſtain from laughing outright, | 
H I there- 
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I theretote thought it not amiſz, conſidering the premiiles, to 
lay open tothe world tome particular pallages, and practiſes of thar 
Soctery, of the greate!t part whereot my felt have been an eye- 
witneſs, and ſotge part whercof hath been related unto me by 
Teſuirs, whom Iamableroname, and will undoubtedly nominate, 
if they ſhall but dare in the leaſt manner to lift up their tongues 
s9a:nſt me, or to contradict what : have written.

moſt approved truſt and SONy: And this 1s the man, it any 

fuch there be, who is well killed ina!l the myſteries of the Fefuits 
Cata!, or reſerved D: Nt, 

In this fellows keeping is great ſtore of apparc. both for Yen 
and Women of every degreeand calling. And with this apparel 
Go the Fe/uits, habir themſtlves a accorc:ing tothe quality that eve- 
ry one Encerh himiolf ableit to perfonare, anc! hos WOnUer-

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that they have ſo profited under them, that ( God be thanked ) 
they never had cauſe to repent thereof : And ſometimes agam ap- 
parelled like Noblemen, and compleatly attended, they caulc 
Coaches to be provided abroad, and trequent the Courts of Princes, 
as giving attendance upon Ambaſladors of foraign States, and 
terve as Intel|1gencers ro unlock the Cabinets of great Porentates. 

Nay further, I have known them to make thew of being ba- 
niſhed perions, and to crave collections amongſt Proteſtant Di- 
vines, purpolcly to learn under-hand whar fiich men writc againſt 
them : yea tuch were thoſe men for the moſt part, who lo nuſerably 
deluded fo many Reverend men in many places by {tinitter ways 
under that habit, turthering the deſigns of their Society, and 
breeding dilturbances 1n the retormed Congregations. 

But you will ſay unto me, whereto, I pray you, ſerveth ſo much 
womens apparel, or what1is their end i depoſiting fo much 1n the 
keeping of the Porter of their gate ? Attend, and I wall tell you: 
No Pander, that ever Terence or Plants mentioned 1n their Co- 
medies, was ſo nimble at the trade ot winning pretty wenches, 
as are the 7e/nits at this day, but eſpecially that Porter of their 
gare, whom I mentioned but now. 

For, that which the Conteſſors themſelves are not able to wring 
out of them by Auricular Contetſion in their Churches and Chap- 
pels, this fellow knoweth how ro win from them by flattering 
tpceches, with wonderful plealing and delighttul roys, eſpecially 
if he meet with a poor widdow, or any fuch a woman which 
ſendeth her child to the Colledg now and then for an Alms ; or 
with ſome Landreſs, or Spinſter ; \Whom ſo ſoon as this baſe Pan- 
der hath once butallured to come to his net, although her appa- 
rc! be never ſo old and tattered, yet he hath gay Gowns enough 
in ſtore, with accoutrements tuitable, wherewith he can make her 
both trick and trim, which when he hath done, he knoweth how 
to convey her through many ſecret paſſages and by-ways to his 
Venerable Maſters, the Fartkcrs of the Soczety. And yet he never 
doth this in the day time, but near upon the ſhutting in of the 
Evening, and then they make away the whole night in Riot and 
Luxury, with Revclling and Dancing, the younger fort and No- 
vices of the Society being kept far enough trom Diſcovery there- 
of. 

For they have for the purpoſe certain Vaults framed ke Cham- 


bers, and rooms under ground, as had thoſe ancient Romans, who 
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rſt deviſed their Stews in Vaults, whoſe inclination to all carnal 
laſcivioufnels was fo great, and fo brutiſh, that the Senate of 
Rome, tearing the bulk anger of their gods for the tame, utterly 
ſupprefied thoſe Lupanaria ur publick Stews. 

And thus much for the Jeluirs Porter of their Gate : onely I 
muſt not forget to tell you thisone thing, that it any party who 
by chance ſhall come to the tight of ſuch and fo great a \ardrobe, 
do demand with admiration, what 1s the end or ute of it, an{wer 
15s made unto them, that 1t 15 the Wardrobe, referved purpoſely 
for acting of Plays : bur that 1s the leaſt partot their intention 
to my knowledg. 

Moreover, when thou entreſt into any of their Churches, 
make account that thou walkeit under an heaven of Iron : Bloody 
Mars 1s over thine head, not thar Prince of Peace ; below thee 
15 the very pitot Hell, and a ſhop of Tormenters. 

I now do relate in good earneſt, what mine own eyes have ſeen ; 
At Prague im Bohemia upon the root of their Churchesarerhou- 
ſands of Iron Bullers, Whips, and Fire-Balls, fuch as the Bohe- 
ans uſe ; upon the ſides are placed pieces of Ordnance, with a 
great number of Muſquets and Harquebuſhes, with Pikes and 
Halberts. In the middeſt, where the Arches meet, are great heaps 
of huge Bullers of ſtone. And the like preparation have they 
alſo made at Cracovia, Nor do I make queſtion, bur that upon 
due ſearch their Colledges 1n other places, would appear as well 
provided. | 

But ſome man may perhaps make queſtion. To what end Re- 
I:gious men ſhould make fuch preparation, or what need can there 
be ſo to do? I confets the marter at the firſt ſight aſtoniſhed me, 
and my beſt underſtanding was exceeding ſtrange : but thus 
ſtanderh the caſc. x 

The Fefuits know well enough, that the.courſes which they 
have taken former]y, and now every day dotake, are fo indirect 
and turbulent, as maketh them odious to all ſuch as they live a- 
mongſt ; yea, to very Papiſts themſelves, at leaſt ro the wiſer 
ſort of them, in reſpet ot many things which they have done 
both tumuluoutly, and wickedly, wherefoever they have got 
footing in the lcaſt manner. For they have no regard of any, 
they ſpare not to root up the very Catholicks themiclves, fo that 
they may pleaſure the Popes Holineſs therein, though it were with 


the betraying of their Countreys, and letting the whole Chriſtian 
world 
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world in a combuſtion. And therefore becaufe they arc in duly 
fear to be maſſacred by thole among whom they live, they make 
this provident and timely prevention by Warbke preparation. 

For indeed they are atraid ( as I my felt have heard them con- 
fefs) leſt it might betall untothem as unto the Knights Templers, 
who notwithſtanding they were forward enough to ſerve the 
Popeat all times, and as good Catholicks as could be wiſhed in the 
marter of Religion; yet tor their too much Ambition and Co- 
vetouſneſs, whereby they became infupportable, they were by 
conſent of all Chriſtian Princes, and not without approbation 
fromthe Pope himſelf, pur to the {word all at an inſtant, and ut- 
terly rooted out almoſt in 4 moment ; as ſometimes were the Pj- 
thagoreans, thoſe very Fejuits in effect, among the Heathen, 
ſerved throughout Italy, and the Provinces adjoyning. 

Now the reaſon wherefore they do make choice to lay up their 
Arms and Munition 1n their Churches, 1s onely this: For it when 
any Infurrection or rebellious tumulr arifeth in a Province, the 
Papilts come thither to help and atliſt chem ; by this means they 
have Arms for them in a readineſs upon a ſudden: but if any 
who are of contrary Religion come thither to do them wrong, or 
ro ſteal any thing from them, they have Munition and Stones 
above-head, to deſtroy them withall before they be aware. And is 
not this (I pray you) the ready way to make the Houfe of Prayer a 
Den of Thieves £ | 

And yet by your patience, -if you will bur attend, I ſhall relate 
things more ſtrange and horrible than theſe, in reſpe&t whereof, 
the things I have related hitherto may well ſeem tollerable, 1 may 
almolt fay innocency. 

Under the Pavement of their Church at Gratz, and elſe-where, 
to my knowledge, are Vaultsand Buildings under-ground, where- 
unto there 1s no way but by ſtairs and ſteps: Here have they 
boorded up (like to that Cacus whom Vzrg1il ſpeaketh of ) all rheir 
Prey and Treaſure, and do obſcurely conceal a world of wealth: 
ſo profeiling poverty, not onely with publick conſent, bur alſo 
with incredible pleaſure, ſuffering the ſame with admirable pa- 
tience, and curling to the pit of hell all ſuch as are poor againſt 
their wills, as unworthy of to bleſſed a Crols. 

But as for this their Treaſure, for the moſt part it 1s fo con- - 
trived, that it 1s buried direCtly and perpendicularly under their 
greateſt, and chieteſt, .or moſt eminent and higheſt Alrar, and ſo 
they 
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t1icy ſhall be ſure, that when they Tas, they ſhall Sacr; ificeto 
1 {25 aborc-head, and to 17:9:mm blow, 

Now turther:nore, in their Vaults under-ground they maintain 
« very ftrange L:5r.7, of Coris, Halters, Racks, Swords, Axes, 
[ro11-pincers, Stocks, T orches, P: ries and ſeveral Inſtruments 
ot Torture, w herewita and whercunto poor \\'retches being tied 
bl, are j0ynt by joynt torn atunger, as many as tall into rhe h: ands 
ot thele Tyrants, who are tar more cruel in this kind, than Afc- 
< er:24:215 or Pia aris ever Were. 

Nor are they without a Devils Coat, and along Stceple-crown'd 
Har, with black Feathers, a jagged Doubler cut and ſlaſhed, 
Becedlics pukted out and bagged like Bellows, down to their ankles, 
{uch as would even make a man attrighted to look upon them. 

Bur perhaps he that readeth this relation, will wonder to what 
end Religious pertons, who protets themblves the D:/ciples and 

tollowers Ly they would have all men to believ e of our molt 
mock Saviour is ſhould make luch provition. 1 will retolve 
vou this quelt: on altb, if you plcale to attend. 

\\'1ith tuch Inftraments as theſe doth the Soc:ct1 captivate the 
underſtanding of their Diſciples unto Jelturical obedience; tor if 
12 the leaſt marter they get any hint of tuſpicion againſt any of 
thor Novices, that he will not be conſtant, or that bhedeſireth ro 

icape trom them, and that he 15 likely 0 betray the ſecrets of their 
Sari ery, they clap up ſucha Fellow 1n a fair pair of Stocks, and 
having macerared him a long time with hunger, and cold, and 
want of all bodily comforts ; atthe lalt they make an end of him 
with lome exquiite rortures, and killing torments. I do nor belie 
them, I write nothing bur a truth. There was at Gratz, about 
three years ago, 4 voung man named Facobns Cluſſers, a Youth of 
an excellent and pregnant wit ; this man did they lay hands upon, 
and miſerably rormenred h:m by whipping and ſcourging, for a 
matrer of no moment, and becauſe he told them plainly, that he 
would renounce their Scczet;, and complain publickly (if ever he 
got liberty) for this and other ſich wicked dealing towards him, 
they clapped him up into fuch a Priſon under ground as atoreſaid, 
from whence he was never ſeen tocome out again alive. 

Nor did any ot us that were Novices make queſtion, but that 
ke was made an end of with moſt exquilite torments. 

And how many Women, think you, have been devourcd and 


caten up in the ſame Gulph ? How many young Children flain ? 
How 
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How many young M-n, that have been ſole Heirs of very large 
and ample Partrimonies, have been made away by them? I do not 
ſay, I think, bur] believe, and am firmly perſuaded, ſo often as 
ſbrieks, and cries, ſighings, and moſt wotul lamentations, were 
heard inthe night ſcafon, the hearing whereof would put a man 
12910 a cold ſweat all over, and make his hair ſtand on end ; 
rhough our ſimpler Novices believe them to be the Souls of tome 
lately departed ; it was nothing bur the ſhricks and mone of Clul- 
dren lately murthered, or then 2 murthering. 

\ forcover, that the extreme and devilliſh malice of 7efwurs 
may be in nothing detective, they are accuſtomed, divers times, 
1n thole their Vaults under ground, to make the Devil very tine 
{port ; putting on terrible ditguites, they caute ſome of their No- 
vices to be called down to beliold their Tragedy, upon wh m 
they will ruſh ſud.icnly with an horrible yeiing noue,to make trial 
{fortooth) of their courage and con{tancy. 

For it they find any ro be tzmorous and fearful, they admnnt 
not fuch 2 man to the ſecrets of Afagzch, as accounting them 
cowardly and. degenerate, bur appoint them to fome of the infe- 
r10ur Arts: buttuch as appear to be ot bold and undanted ſpirits, 
they take ſpecial nonice of them, and reſerve them tor ſerious um- 
P.OYMents. Es 

And yet they are not always fucceſstul for all this, as appeared 
by that which hapned at Prague : For whereas thure were ve 
principal Feſrirs, who being habited as Devils, made fport with 
ther Youth, It to fell out, Tat there was found to be a {ixth 18 
roer ecmpany, vefore they were aware, and he au:jtiunt!s Was 4 
Dew: mdesd, 'mo catcring wp one of the perjenated Des ih tis 
arms, gave ny /uco a kindly unkind emprace, that 9::hin three 
days after he died of it. The tact was common talk at Bukc- 
bouſos and Barber-thops, and at every Table difcourted upon all 
over Pr.:7:e. 

Ani vert for all thar, the reſt ot them, as nothing amazed with 
this Trag:cz! event, dare (til, m an hetghth of obſtinacy, proceed 
in that moſt ungoily and devillith ſtudy of Magick.
